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M SUMMARY OF CLAIMED SUBJECT MATTER 

Claims 1 and 32 are independent claims. Claims 2-17 and 19-31 each depend from 
claim 1. Claims 33-43 depend from claim 32. The independent claims and the dependent 
claims on appeal are directed to a system and method for automating a business process in 
various business environments and workflows, including a system and utility device that can 
help design and implement a business decision making procedure and workflow automation. 

More specifically, claim 1 is directed to a workflow management system for automating a 
business process (page 7, line 15 to page 9, line 13; Figures 2-6), where an administrator (page 
9, line 14 to page 13, line 2; Figures 2 and 3) executable by a computer manages automating 
the business process and comprises an organization manager (page 9, line 22 to page 10, line 
14; Figure 3), a role-group manager (page 10, line 15 to page 11, line 5; Figure 3), an authority 
manager (page 11, lines 7-17; Figure 3), a process manager (page 12, lines 5-22; Figure 3), 
and a folder manager (page 1 1 , line 18 to page 12, line 4; Figure 3). Further, the system 
includes a form generator executable by the computer, where the form generator designs and 
operates an electronic form related to the business process (page 16, line 1 to page 1 7 ( line 4; 
Figure 6), and interfaces with a database (page 16, lines 13-16), a process designer (page 13, 
lines 3 to page 14, line 11; Figures 2 and 4), a process engine (Figures 2 and 5), a web client 
(page 14, line 12 to page 15, line 23; Figures 2 and 5), and/or a business application program. 

Claim 32 is directed to a method for automating a business process (page 17, line 7 to 
page 41 , line 7; Figures 7-24). The process includes steps for modeling the business process 
(page 17, lines 9-16; Figures 2 and 7), where the step for modeling the business process further 
includes generating an organization chart (page 10, lines 5-14); and executing the business 
process (page 18, line 12 to page 19, line 3; Figure 7), where the step of executing the business 
process includes allocating the activity to a participant (page 18, lines 12-15), and designing and 
creating an electronic form related to the business process (page 16, lines 1-24). 
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Claim 1 

1 . A workflow management system for automating a business process (page 7, lines 4- 
12; Figure 2), comprising: 

a computer (page 5, line 15 to page 6, line 1); 

an administrator executable by the computer (page 8, lines 3-7; page 9 t line 14 to page 
13, line 2; Figures 2-3), wherein the administrator manages automating the business process 
(page 8, lines 3-7; Figure 3) and comprises an organization manager (page 9, line 22 to page 
10, line 14; Figure 3), a role/group manager (page 10. line 15 to page 11, line 6; Figure 3), an 
authority manager (page 11, lines 7-17; Figure 3), a process manager (page 12, lines 5-22; 
Figure 3), and a folder manager (page 11, line 18 to page 12, line 4; Figure 3); 

a process designer executable by the computer (page 8, lines 8-9; page 13, line 3 to 
page 14, line 11; Figures 2 and 4), wherein the process designer determines flows and 
properties of the business process and defines an activity that is performed in the business 
process (page 8, lines 8-9; page 13, line 3 to page 14, line 11; Figures 2 and 4); 

a database accessible by both the administrator and the process designer (page 8, lines 
14-15; Figure 2), wherein the database stores organization information, authority information, 
and folder information relating to the business process; 

a proce&s engine executable by the computer (page 8, lines 10-13; Figures 2 and 5), 
wherein the process engine executes the business process and allocates the activity to the 
participant, monitors a start and end of the activity, facilitates storing a result of the activity, 
and/or interfaces with the database, another workflow engine, and/or a business application 
program (page 7, line 23 to page 8, line 2; page 8, lines 10-13; Figures 2 and 5); 

a web client (page 14, line 12 to page 15, line 23; Figures 2 and 5), that interfaces with 
the process engine, the another workflow engine, and/or the business application program, and 
wherein the web client permits a user to interact with the system (page 14, line 12 to page 15, 
line 23; Figures 2 and 5); and 
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a form generator executable by the computer (page 9, lines 7-13; page 16, iine i to page 

1 7, line 4; Figure 6), wherein the form generator designs and operates an electronic form 

related to the business process, and wherein the form generator interfaces with the database, 

the process designer, the process engine, the web client, and/or the business application 

program (page 9, lines 7-13; page 16, line 1 to page 17, line 4; Figure 6). 

Claim 32 

32. A method for automating a business process (page 17, line 7 to page 41, line 7; 
Figures 7-24), the method comprising steps of: 

modeling the business process (page 17, iine 9 to page 18, line 9; Figures 2 and 7), 
wherein the step of modeling includes generating an organization chart (page 17, lines 9-16; 
Figures 2 and 7); 

defining an activity that is performed in the business process (page 18, lines 3-9); 

accessing, from a database, organization information, authority information, and/or folder 
information relating to the business process (page 8, lines 14-15; page 12, lines 5-14; page 14, 
lines 1-7); 

executing the business process (page 7, line 22 to page 9, iine 13; page 18, line 12 to 
page 19, line 3; page 33, line 5 to page 41 , line 7; Figure 7), wherein the step of executing the 
business process includes allocating the activity to a participant (page 18, lines 12-15; page 33, 
lines 5-9), and designing and creating an electronic form related to the business process (page 
16, lines 1-24); and 

monitoring the business process (page 9, lines 4-6; page 15, line 19 to page 23), 
wherein the step of monitoring the business process comprises monitoring a start and end of 
the activity, facilitating storing a result of the activity, and/or interfacing with a workflow program 
and/or business application program (page 9, lines 4-6; page 15, line 19 to page 23; page 26, 
lines 8 to page 28, line 19). 
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
